Comes now the owner of the above-identified patent, pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .501 , citing prior art which has been brought to the attention of the patent owner. 
U.S. Pes. 451.649 

It is believed that the claims of the "505 patent differ from that of the '649 patent 
for the following reasons: (1) the feeder of the '649 patent has spaced-apart and 
horizontally extending bars or pipes at the upper end of the cradle which prevent a 
bale of hay from being received within the cradle; (2) four boards extend upwardly 
from the upper end of the cradle; (3) the '649 feeder cradle does not have an upper 
end portion which includes a plurality of upwardly extending and horizontally spaced- 
apart bars; and (4) the '649 feeder cradle does not have a shield which extends 
around upwardly extending and horizontally spaced-apart bars. 
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The Handi-Klasp Feeder of Weldv Enterprises 

It is believed that the claims of the '505 patent differ from that of the Handi-Klas ) 
feeder since the Handi-Klasp feeder does not have a removable insert, but is apparently 
unitary in construction.
